Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The arguments were presented and addressed 
in the FINAL action, dated 12/3/04. The applicant has argued that the support element extends downwardly in the Burkett reference 
instead of upwardly as required by claim 1. The matter of direction could be interpreted as upwardly by starting at a point lower than th 
very top surface of of the base skirt or that the base skirt ends before the support begins. This argument is unpersuasive. Also, argued 
is that the base skirt dimension does not extedn greater than the diamter of the gas cylinder. This is unpersuasive as shown by the 
figures. Also argued is that the base ring is a recess and not a ring. A ring is shown on the inside wall of the recess.
